The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented i7} senate 
and assembly, do enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. That hereafter the general terms of the 
circuit court in and for the county of Wood, shall be 
held on the second Monday in February and the sec-
ond Monday in August, in each year. 

SECTION 2. All writs, process, services, continuan-
ces, recognizances and proceedings heretofore issued, 
made, taken or entered into or commenced in or from 
said courts, or which may be issued, made, entered into 
or commenced, and all proceedings pending therein or 
returnable thereto, whether by recognizance or other-
wise, shall be held and taken as returnable at the times 
mentioned in this act for holding the said courts. 

SECTION 8. All acts and parts of acts in so far as 
they contravene and are inconsistent with the pro-
visions of this act, are hereby repealed. 

SECTION 4. This act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after the first day of July, 1867.
